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RETRENCH MENT. 


The necessity of retrenchment in 
our State governmental aftairs is more 
apparent every day. Nevada is a 
State with less than 50,000 inbabitants 
and she only has $27,000,000 in taxa- 
ble property. The Governor gets a 
salary of $5,000 per year and his pri- 
vate Secretary will take down $2,000 
per annum after January Ist. The 
salary of the Lieutenant-Governor 
will amount to $10 per diem during 
the session of the Legislature and $14 
per diem when the Chief Executive is 
out of the State. The Clerk of the 
Supreme Court will receive $2,400 per 
annum. The Secretary of State’s re- 
ceipts for $250 per month or $3,000 
per annum, while his deputy gets 
$2,000. The Controller’s salary is 
$3,000 and he is allowed a deputy at 
$2,000. The Treasurer gets the same, 
while his deputy receipts for $2,000 
every year. The Attorney-General 
gets $3,000. The Surveyor-‘seneral 1s 
allowed $3,000 and a deputy at $2,000, 
and it has been the custom to allow 
that officer from $1,000 to $2,000 per 
anpum for extra clerical work. The 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
is allowed $2,400 per year and the 
State Printer $2,000—aggregating in 
the neighborhood of $36,000 per an- 
num. Cannot the pruning kuife of 
_ reform be utilized to good advantage 
and aot impair the efficiency of our 
government, and lop off 25 or 30 per 
cent. of that expense? Why cannot 
the Governor’s salary be reduced to 
$4,000 and still obtain the services of a 
good man; and why not he get along 
without a private Secretary if he 
should be allowed a clerk during 
the session of the Legislature? 
Is there any valid reason why the 
Secretary of State cannot act as ex- 
officio Surveyor-General,1f he is al- 
lowed a good deputy? Why can’t the 
useless office of Lieutenant-Governor 
be abolished? The Controller and 
Treasurer can get along with one good 
clerk between them. Why can’t the 
clerk of the Supreme Court act as 
ex-officio Superintendent of Public In- 
struction and not neglect the duties 
of either office? The changes we have 
suggested would save the tax-payers 
about $12,000 per annum, and we be- 
lieve the business would be looked 
after just as closely and be just as faith- 
fully ormed as itis now. Is there 
any n why the number of mem- 
bers of the Legislature cannot be re- 
duced 20 per cent. and still give us all 
the law we require to carry on our 
government? If the Legislature will 
investigate the subject is it not fair 
to presume that the Judiciary can 
be remodled and save the tax-payers 
several thousand dollars and not 
hamper the ends 0} justice? 

One thing 1s eonclusive, we must 
do something to lighten the burden 
of taxation or we must relinquish our 
charter and crawl back to the protect- 
ing wing of our national government. 
Our taxable property, in round num- 
bers, amounts to $27,000,000. We 
pay, for all onr governments, State, 
county and municipal $1,000,000 per 
annum, or one twenty-seventh part 
of all our taxable property goes 
for taxes every year. Can we expect 
to be endowed with prosperity until 
we do something to rectify this out- 
rageous expense on the people. Cap- 
ital cannot be induced to come hcre 
as long as our government expenses 
consume so large a proportion of our 
property, and it behooves the people 
to demand retrenchment and reform. 
These changes can all be made, too, 
without going to the unnecessary ex- 
pense of calling'a constitutional con- 
vention. They can be made by 
amendment, and now is the time to go 
to work and find out just what we do 
want and tell our representative in 
the Legislature to make our burdens 
lighter instead of greater.

Bodie has received a heavy blow. 
On Saturday last attachments were 
placed on the Noonday, North Noon- 
day and Red Cloud mines by Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’s Bank, amounting to 
$460,000. This large sum, it is un- 
derstood, has been advanced through 
the bank by Messrs. Haggin & Tevis 
to these corporations, in which they 
were large stockholders. over and 
above the amount derived ffom mull- 
ing ores and from assessments, during 
the past three years. The mines and 
mill are now in the hands of the Sher- 
iff. About 178 men are thrown out of 
employment. But the Free Press is 
cheerful over the event because the 
mines at the north end of the district 
are all in a pretty healthy condition, 
and at present employ 100 stamps 
steadily, and between 400 and 500 
men. Bodie is without doubt a solid 
camp, and will be on top again, crow- 
ing as lustily as ever.

Wholesale Body-Snatching. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 5. 
Frank McNamee, “Dutch” Piliet 
and Levi Chew, the latter colored, 
were arrested last night while driving 
a wagon containing five dead bodies to 
the Jefferson Medical College. The 
bodies had been stelen from Lebanon 


Cemetery, in the lower part of the 
city. Two more arrests were made 
this morning, when a detective vis— 
ited the cemetery and arrested Rob- 
ert Chew, Superintendent, and An- 
drew Mullen, All the prisoners 
bad a hearing this afternoon. Four 
of the bodies have been identified. 
Lebason Cemetery, from which the 
bodies were stolen, is a favorite bury- 
ing ground with the colored people. 
Long before the hour set for the hear- 
ing crowds of colored people blockaded 
Seventh street. Plots to lynch the 
prisoners were discussed, but they 
were rushed through the crowded hall- 
way before the people realized what 
was going on. They then vented 
their disappointment in jeers and yells. 
At the examination the colored ele- 
ment was the strongest. Two keys 
found on McNamee fitted doors in the 
room where bodies were prepared 
for dissection at Jefferson College. 
He denied knowledge of who gave 
bodies to him, but finally said he wait- 
ed outside the cemetery while others 
brought them out, and he knew where 
they came from. Robert Chew when 
arrested at the cemetery said he was 
paid $3 for every body taken from the 
cemetery. The money was handed 
him by his brother. He did not know 
how many graves had been robbed. 
Sometimes Pillet did the digging and 
sometimes Levy. He had been in the 
cemetery 11 years. Body-snatching 
has been going on 9 years. His 
brother-in-law, Solomon Butcher, now 
in Maryland, did it first. Then a man 
named Myers, theu McNamee. Some- 
times a wagon came and the driver 
would say they were _ short. 
Coffins were opened in the receiving 
vault, the corpse ‘‘snatched,” and the 
farce of burying the empty coffin gone 
through next day. Records of burial 
at the cemetery showed that in two 
months 55 bodies were buried in one 
grave, This statement created a sen- 
sation. Defendants were committed 
in default of $5,000 bail for a further 
hearing on Friday. As soon as the 
crowd outside the magistrate’s office 
learned that the examination was over, 
it made an overwhelming rush for the 
entry and gate way, with threats to 
lynch the prisoners. A sergeant and 
ten men were sent for. The snatchers 
were then brought out and the crowd 
made another rush. Men and women 
struck at the prisoners, who cowered 
before them. The policemen drew 
their clubs aod on a trot went to cen- 
tral station. 


Local Option in Maryland — A Gallant 
Mayor, 
ANNAPOLIS, Dec. 6. 

The vote on the question ot local 
option in Anne Arundel county has 
excited extraordinary interest in this 
city. The contest is one of the most 
novel ever witnessed. The polling 
places and streets are filled with ladies 
vigorously eleetioneering in behalf of 
the temperance ticket. An organized 
band of ladies is going from poll to 
poll singing “ Hold the Fort,” etc. 
An application was made to the Mayor 
to have them removed from the polls, 
it being alleged that they were inter 
fering with the election. The Mayor 
refused to have them removed and or- 
dered policemen to arrest-any person 
who should swear in the presence of 
ladies or otherwise treat them with 
disrespect. It is expected the ladies 
will be triumphant.

THE TRANSIT OF VENUS. 


The Show Comes Off Accorditig té Pro- 
gramme---How it Determines the 
Distance of the Sun and Why the 
Problem is Difficalt. 


Smoked glass wasin great demand 
this morning to see Venus crossing 
the face of the sun. Those who had 
good eyes had no difficulty in seeing 
it; but with a field-glass, with the 
object-glass well smoked, it was visi- 
ble to all. The Record-Union devotes 
considerable space to the transit ina 
most interesting article. 

There will not be another transit for 
121 46 years, the next following in the 


month of June, in the year 2004. As 
very few people will probably observe 
the phenomenon, its chief interest for 
them must lie in the same cause which 
gives its importance for astronomers 
and men of science, the fact that it is 
expected to furnish a more accurate 
measurement of the distance between 
the earth and the sun than now exists. 
[t must be remembered that the op- 
portunities already enjoyed for this 
observation can still be counted on 
the fingers of one hand and that con-’ 
siderabie errors have been shown tw ex- 
ist. The first predicted and ubserved 
transit of Venus was in 1439, by Ben- 
jamin Horrox, of Lancashire, England, 
and it hardly counts in the series. 
The next transit, in 1761, was observed 
from aconsiderable number ot stations, 
but the results obtained varied widely, 
ranging from 77,846,000 to 96,163,000 
miles. In 1769 there was again con- 
siderable variation, the largest limit 
being, as before, 96,163,000, while the 
smallest was 92,049,000. From acom- 
bination of the two, Encke deduced a 
probable result of 95,049,000, which 
was accepted for: many years. Other 
methods indicated that this result was 
too great by 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 
miles, and the observations of the next 
transit, that of 1874, confirmed this, 
giving a distance of about 92,000,000 
miles. Therefore to-day’s observa- 
tions have been awaited with special 
interest, because, if in full agreement 
with those last taken, they will sub- 
stantially determine this question. 

The measurement of the distance 
depends on ascertaining the sun’s hor- 
izontal parallax, that is, the angle 
which should be made at the center 
of the sun by lines extending from a 
point there, one to the center of the 
earth and one to just touch its carved 
surface. In the triangle formed by 
these lines, the angles beioag known 
and also one side, that is the semi- 
diameter of the earth, the remainiog 
sides can be calculated and the dis- 
tance between the earth and sun thus 
determined. How to find the angle 
accurately is the greatest practical 
difficulty, because it is too small for 
measurement by any ordinary means. 
In the case of the moon, tor instance, 
the horizontal parallax is not far from 
one degree, and is therefore large 
enough to be directly observed with 
out much difficulty. 

In the case of the sun, whose par- 
allax is not far from eight and a half 
seconds, or about one 420th part that 
of the moon, the case is very differeut. 
The probable error in the direct obser- 
vation is so great that results obtained 
in this way are open to grave suspic- 
ion in spite of the progress that has 
been made in the construction of in- 
struments adapted to the work. Not 
many years agu it was reckoned at 
four seconds or half the whule approx- 
imate parallax; aud the result of such 
an error, according to the side on 
which it occurred, would he to make 
the distance anywhere from a third 
less than the true amount up to twice 
what it ought to be. That is to say, 
such a result would give the distance 
of the sun anywhere from 60,000,000 
miles to 180,000,000. 

The occasional passage of the planet 
Venus across the face of the sun re- 
lieves this difficultv. It will be re- 
membered that Venus has a distance 
from the sun of some 68,000,000 miles 
as against 92,000,000 for the earth. 
When, therefore, she passes between 
the earth and the sun she is less than 
one- third as far from the earth as the 
sun is, and consequently her parallac 
tic displacement as she passes across 
the sun is considerable enough for 
tolerably accurate measurement by 
modern appliances. In passing across, 
her course describes a line across the 
face of the sun, which is differently 
situated according to the position of 
the observer. The lengths of these 
cords may be utilized as a basis of cal- 
culation, and also by Delisle’s method 
the computation may be made from 
data obtained by observers at different 
points, noting the beginniny or the 
end of contact. Still other methods 
may be followed, and all these vari- 
ous Means were employed at the last 
transit. 

As a practical matter it is of course 
impossible to take the observation 
from points ninety degrees apart, and 
all the observations taken are subject 
to along and complicated reduction 
and involve an immense amount of 
calculation. The'e are means indepen- 
dent of the transit of Venus by which 
the sun’s distance may be computed 
and the problem has been repeatedly 
worked out in various ways. This, 
however, is the direct and moat satis- 
factory method. If perfectly accurate 
observations could be had it would 
settle the question absolutely. Some 
idea of the dimeneions used and a cor- 
responding notion of the delicacy of 
the problem may be had by remember- 
ing that ifthe lines from the sun to 
the center and the circumference of 
the earth could be laid down on paper 
to be practieally invisible for eight or

tronomical problems. He discovered 
that Kepler’s table indicated a near 
approach of a transit of Venus. The 
hope that he might witness the won- 
derful eight took possession of his 
imagination, aud day and night he 
studied the tables of Kepler until he 
discovered an inaccuracy in the Cal- 
culations. He worked out a table for 
himself, and predicted a transit for 
1639. He revealed the secret to an 
intimate friend, and they, keeping 
their counsel, patiently waited for the 
advent of the time that would verify 
the prediction. 

At last the great day arrived. It was 
Sunday, and bright, cool and clear. 
The young astronomer sat in a dark- 
ened room, with the sun’s image re- 
flected through a small telescope upon 
a white screen, over which the planet 
must pass as a round dark spot if his 
calculatious were correct. Such was 
his extreme conscientiousness, that he 
left his watch when the church bell 
rang, to fulfill what he considered a 
higher duty. But his patient labor 
was rewarded. On his return from 
service, he discovered on the lumni- 
nous image of the sun the tiny black 
sphere that marked the passage of 
Venus across his disc, and thus won 
the honor of being the first observer of 
the first transit ever seen by mortal

amid lakes by Indians, Italians and 
Chinese, the latter controu!ling the In- 
dians so that no fish can be sold unless 
a certaia price is obtained, no matter 
how much fish may be on hand. The 
price is seven of eight cents per pound, 
and the vandals ‘‘stand pat’ on this 
unless purchasers submit to their ex- 
tortion. The reporter's informant 
said he saw several piles of fish at 
Mud Lake ‘ast week, aggregating a 
ton at least, that were rotting on the 
ground, and he positively knew that 
the perpetrators of the outrage had 
been offered four cents per pound for 
the lot before the fish spoiled. Here 
is a good chance for the Tar Bucket 
Brigade to exercise their deviltry. It 
is probable that there is not an Amer- 
ican citizen among the whole band of 
vandals, but they have a fat thing 
nevertheless on Uncle Sam’s domain. 
Destroyers of timber are punished 
severely, but there seems to be no way 
of getting at these wretches who wan- 
tonly destroy precious food in order to 
compel purchasers to submit to their 
extortionate demands. Here in Reno 
at this time consumers have to pay 
fifteen cents per pound for Pyramid 
or Mud Lake trout in order that these 
fish—destroyers may make money. It 
should not be so. A thunder-clap or 
something else equally expressive 
should suddenly wean them from their 
destructive pruclivities. A Reno dealer 
says he has to pay ten cents per pound 
for fish at Pyramid and one cent and 
a half freight. One hundred pounds 
of trout will lose twelve pounds in 
weight in one night after they are 
opened for sale, so that the dealer 
has not much of a_ chance to 
make large profits even at retailing 
them for fifteen cents. Another phase 
of the fishing business is this: 
Parties are known to go to certain 
places on the Truckee river, between 
Reno and Wadsworth, and in a few 
hours obtain a large quantity of trout, 
not by legitimate hook-and-line proc- 
ess, but by use of explosives. It is 
probable that they bait a deep hole in 
un eddy and explode a cartridge of 
giant powder when the fish have col- 
lected in considerable numbers. Some- 
thing should be done to stop this sort 
of work.
